“ For we know that if out earthly house of this tabernacle were 


dissolved, we have a building of God. an house not made w ith 


hands, eternal in the heavens..." But he goes even further in 


verses 5-9 of this passage, by declaring the confidence that 


the Christian can have that, in being absent from the physical 


body, he will be at home with the Lord. 
Because of the merits of Jesus Christ, the Christian has 


hope in death that those who do not know the Lord do not 


have (I Thess. 4:13-18). The realization of this blessed hope 


should make all who serve Christ and recognize Him as the 


Lord of their lives more optimistic and purposeful in their 


living (Eph. 5:16; 2 Peter 3:11), more Christlike in their 


activities (Gal. 2:20). and more aware of the necessity to be 


dead to sin but alive to God (Rom. 6:9-18). Thank God for the 


victory over death which Christ makes possible! Regardless 


of our past, Christ can be the Lord of our lives for the present 


and for the future.

Polly’s Pointers 


New floor wax 
^ creates problem

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY - 1 usually put clear wax on the light oak 
flooring in my Uving room but this week I got hold of a one 
step wood floor care product containing petroleum naptha. 
Now my floor is a shade darker and does not shine as much 
nor do I feel it has the protection of my usual wax. What 
can I do to get my floor back to the way it was? I thought of 
having it sanded by a professional but know that would be 
expensive. What do you think is best for my floor? - INA. 
DEAR INA — Not only would sanding be expensive but 
dirty and messy. Personally I would be delighted with the 
darker look to the floor as dark hardwood floors have a 
richer look than the very light ones and seem to give a 
room a better “ base” . I have always stressed that my 
hardwood floors must be finished dark. 
It sounds as if the product you used was a cleaning agent 
and if it was one-step perhaps all the floor needs is a good 
buffing to restore the shine. Of course, this would not 
restore the light color. Read directions carefully and see 
what they say about further waxing. If in doubt take the 
bottle to your floor dealer and ask him about this.

First 
off, he is 5-foot-ll and weighs 
172 pounds, “fairly big for a 
woman.” 
“ I bad to go all over New 
York looking for clothes,” 
said the actor. “I finally 
went to a shop specializing in 
apparel for large women. I 
take a size 18 or 20 dress.
